Acco rdin g to No b le’s statemen t to 
Sh eriff Patterso n an <T th e In dian ap o ­ 
lis p o lice, h e h ad a co n traet with Al­ 
b ert Sp ragu e to receiv e $20 a mo n th 
an d b o ard fo r h is wo rk as an em­ 
p lo y e o n th e farm, an d in additio n to 
h e allo wed th e p riv ilege o f driv in g 
a h o rse o n Su n day . No b le say s th at 
h e an d th e dead man recen tly q u ar­ 
reled b itterly , as ev ery time h e de­ 
sired to driv e 
a h o rse. 
“Sp ragu e 
wo u ld get th e an imal o u t an d u se it.” 
As n co n seq u en ce h e was co mp ell­ 
ed to go to a liv ery stab le at Bu rn ey , 
two an d o n e-h alf miles distan t, an d 
h ire a rig. 
No b le say s h e is co r­ 
ro b o rated in th is statemen t 
b y th e 
fact th at Su n day n igh t, b efo re th e 
mu rder, wh en h e to o k h is sweeth eart, 
Carrie Wiley , o u t fo r a driv e, h e h ad 
to h ire a rig fro m th e stab le o f Clay 
Alex an der at Bu rn ey .

The Conflicting Theories, 


FAMILY SCOUTS LATTER THEORY 


W hen Ira G. Rawn, President of the 


Monon, Descended Stairs at Home to 


Investigate Unwonted Sounds Below, 


He W a s Shot by a Pistol Held at 


Short Range and H is Own Revolver 


W a s Found to Have Been Discharged. 


Ch icago , Ju ly 21.—Ira G. Rawn, pres- 
dent o f th e Mo no n railro ad, was sh o t 
to death in h is su mmer h o me in Win- 
netka. 
Members o f h is family say h e 
was m u rdered by a bu rglar. 
Th o se 
wh o h o ld to th e bu rglar th eo ry believ e 
Mr. Rawn may h av e started do wn­ 
stairs to m eet a man su ppo sed to be 
in th e h o u se, bu t th at instead o f being 
sh o t by th e bu rglar h e tripped in h is 
nigh tro be and accidentally pu lled th e 
trigger o f h is o wn rev o lv er as h e was 
falling. 
A th ird th eo ry , wh ich is re­ 
sented by members o f th e family and 
by su bo rdinate o fficers o f th e Mo no n, 
was th at Mr. Rawn to o k h is o wn life, 
being pro mpted by wo rry and sleep­ 
lessness o v er th e scandals wh ich h av e 
dev elo ped in th e last few weeks in th e 
affairs o f th e W estern Indiana ro ad, o f 
wh ich h e was a directo r, and o f th e 
Illino is Central, o f wh ich h e was v ice 
president in ch arge o f o peratio n u ntil 
last fall. 
Mrs. Rawn say s sh e was awakened 
sh o rtly after 1 o ’clo ck by a no ise o f 
so meo ne at a do o r do wnstairs. 
Sh e 
to ld Mr. Rewn o f th e no ise and h e 
to o k h is rev o lv er, against h er pro test, 
and started qu ietly do wn th e fro nt 
stairw ay in h is nigh tdress. Mrs. Rawn 
fo llo wed to th e h ead o f th e stairway . 
Two sh o ts were fired, sh e say s, and 
h er h u sband fell mo aning do wm th e 
stairwrav . 
Ralph G. Co bu rn, so n-in-law o f Mr. 
Rawn, wh o was asleep u pstairs, said 
h e also h eard twTo sh o ts. 
Wh en h e 
reach ed th e side o f th e dy ing man 
Mrs. Rawn was h o lding h er h u sband's 
h ead in h er lap and cry ing h y sterical­ 
ly fo r aid. Neith er Mrs. Rawn no r Co ­ 
bu rn saw th e bu rglar wh o was su p­ 
po sed to h av e fired o ne o f th e sh o ts. 
Mr. Rawn liv ed o nly a few m inu tes 
and was u nable to ex plain h o w h e h ad 
been sh o t. An ex aminatio n o f th e gu n 
h e carried disclo sed th at it co ntained 
o ne empty cartridge. 
No bu llet was 
fo u nd to su bstantiate th e firing o f a 
seco nd sh o t. 
Members o f th e family 
ex plain th is by su ggesting th at th e 
bu rglar also was sh o t, bu t no t in a 
v ital place. 
In su ppo rt o f th is th eo ry 
th ey po inted to spo ts o n a cement walk 
leading fro m th e h o u se. 
Clo se ex am­ 
inatio n o f th ese spo ts later rev ealed 
th at th ey w'ere likely paint. Th e screen 
do o rs were po inted o u t, as th o u gh h av ­ 
ing been fo rced o pen with a “jimmy .” 
Detectiv es wh o ex amined th ese do o rs 
and o th ers th ro u gh wh ich th e bu rglar 
was su ppo sed to h av e passed, said th ey 
migh t h av e been fo rced, bu t it so th e 
man wh o did th e Jo b was a no v ice in 
th e bu siness. Th e bu rglary clu e th ere­ 
fo re is being pu rsu ed o n th e th eo ry 
th at no practiced nigh t pro wler is th e 
gu ilty man. 
Co ro ner Ho ffman, after ex amining 
th e nigh tro be arm th e wo u nds o f th e 
dead man, said th e sh o t was fired 
fro m a weapo n no t o v er two o r th ree 
feet away . 
Po wder bu rns o n th e gar­ 
ment indicated th is. 
Th is distance 
do es no t acco rd with th e v ersio n o f th e 
tragedy recited by members o f th e 
family .

“Mother” may be able to g et along 
tolerably -weli. 
She will have 
her 
house to look after and sewing and 
the sort. 
What will the old man do? 
All their lives he and mother have 
g one to bed early , risen early and 
worked hard almost every hour of the 
ay and sometimes p art of the nig ht, 
t is not so easy to chang e one’s life­ 
time habits. 
The old coup le are likely to rise 
lefore dawn and eat their breakfast 
before the townsp eop le are out of 
>ed. 
Then it is a long time for “p a” 
Tom breakfast until dinner and long ­ 
er from dinner until sup p er. The few 
Imres being done, how will he p ass 
the time ? 
The townfolks are too busy to stop 
ind chat with the old man. 
He can 
read a little, but lie has never formed 
the habit of continued reading and 
soon tires of it. 
The chang e is too radical. 
It comes as a p hy sical and mental 
shock, this breaking away from the 
routine of the innumerable duties of 
farm life. 
The old man has lost his 
motive for action. He has looked for­ 
ward to the day when he eould enjoy 
his leisure. Now that he has the lei­ 
sure he cannot enjoy it. 
TTe frets because he has nothing to 
do, no incentive to action. 
After that he does not last long . 
I know few sp ectacles 
that 
are 
more touching than that of a man 
who by honest 
labor has 
fairly 
earned his chance to enjoy ment g o­ 
ing about restless and unable to find 
satisfaction. 
Tn many cases it would have been 
better to stay on his farm. 
Had this p rosp erous old g entleman 
instead <*f buy ing a fine house in 
town, built for himself on the old 
p lace a modem home and turned 
over the farm to the boy s, or to a 
g ood tenant, it would have been much 
hotter for him. 
To most men a radical chang e in 
habits and environment, esp ecially 
old men, is disastrous. 
These reflections arc made from 
the writer’s ex p erience, esp ecially in 
the Middle West, in observing the 
larg e fatality which attends the “ re- 
tirement” of the averag e farmer. 
To “ retire” in many eases is to 
die.

Accordin g to reports which hav e 
reached Hal E. Sheetz, secretary of the 
In dian apolis society , details of the 
mu rder are so rev oltin g as to cau se 
the belief that n o hu man bein g cou ld 
be g u ilty . 
The lad's body was bitten 
as thou g h by an en rag ed an imal, an d 
the body 'was otherwise mu tilated.

In scarlet fev er it i" u su ally be­ 
tween one and sev en day s after th e 
ex posu re, before th e patient is first 
taken sick. 
Th is does not imply th at 
th e rash becomes noticeable at once, 
bu t th at th e general sy mptoms, su ch 
as h eadach e, fev er and 
nau seating 
illness, make th eir appearance. 
Th e 
v ictims are most generally taken sick 
between th e second and fou rth day s 
of th e period of incu bation. 
Ch icken-pox is more indefinite, tak­ 
ing from ten to fifteen day s. 
Small­ 
pox becomes ev ident 
in 
its 
early 
sy mptoms between th e ninth and fif­ 
teenth 
day 
after 
ex posu re. 
Th e 
greatest nu mber of cases appear on 
th ? twelfth , th irteenth and fou rteenth 
day s. » Some h av e been known to de­ 
v elop in eigh t day s, and a few are re­ 
corded as not h av ing incu bated u n­ 
til th e twentieth day . 
Ty ph oid fev er sh ows itself between 
th e eigh t and fou rteenth 
day and 
some as late as th e twenty -th ird day . 
Diph th eria, wh ile it dev elops most­ 
ly often on th e second or th ird day 
sifter ex posu re, may h o delay ed u ntil 
th e sev enth . 
Wh ooping rou gh is confined to a 
limit rf th ree da y s , from th e sev enth 
to th e tenth . 
Mu mps may dev elop 
in 
two 
or 
th ree weeks. 
In ease of measles th e period of in­ 
cu bation is from sev en to eigh teen 
day s, appearing oftenest in th e fou r­ 
teenth day .
